Crime statistics dubious

The state has released the Uniform 
Crime Report for 1992 which seems to 
imply Antioch has a crime problem. 
However, at least for Antioch, the 
numbers do not tell the whole story. 

The state compiles the crime statistics 
on a voluntary reporting system. Each 
police department provides the state with 
the totals of different crimes. Yet, some 
areas include every type of crime, other 
departments only include serious crimes. 

It was reported in a daily newspaper 
last week that Antioch rated the second 
worst area for crime in Lake County. 



Hainesville was rated the worst. The 
calculation was based on the number of 
crimes per 1,000 residents. 

According to the article, Antioch and 
Hainesville had a higher crime rate per 
1,000 than Waukegan. But, what the 
report did not tell the readers is that 
Antioch reports every crime to the state 
including vandalism, shoplifting and other 
minor offenses. On the other band, 
Waukegan does not report any of these 
types of minor offenses. 

Antioch had virtually no violent crime 
in 1992. There were no homicides, rapes, 
or armed robberies. Yet going just by the

The duties of these volunteer 
advocates Include visiting the homes of 
children In the courts, interviewing the 
families, then reporting the findings. 

"It allows the collection of more 
material for when the case comes, 
before the judge," said public relations 
director Irene McMahon. "The 
volunteers have more time and can be 
more consistent" 

Sue. Veatch, case manager, is in 
charge of volunteer training, which 
Involves extensive screening, personal 
interviews and about 30 hours of 
instruction. 

"We teach them Investigative tech- 
niques and how to put the pieces of the 
puzzle together," said Veatch, "We cau- 
tion them to be very objective, to bring 
back what they see out in the field." 

Advocates learn about cultural 
diversity, child development, 
Interviewing techniques, mediation 
skills, and how to present a case in 
court. They are also taught how to 
recognize medical problems, 
substance abuse, and other problems 
thev may be dealing with. 

When a child Is assigned to a volun- 



teer, that person will stay with the case 
until It Is closed. 

About 12 hours a month are 
required of a volunteer advocate. 

"Volunteers who get through the 
training process have the professional 
commitment we need," said Veatch. 
"We don't want to have our cases fall 
through the cracks. We don't want to let 



a child down again." 

The first training class for CASA 
volunteers Is scheduled for February. 
Around 30 caring individuals have 
signed up. Sessions will be held on 
Saturday.

The Antioch Township board will 
consider health benefit packages for 
retirees. A proposal offered at the last 
township meeting was not approved and 
Trustee Tim Osmond will be invest- 
igating plan alternatives. 

The first proposal set a 50 percent co- 
pay by the township if an employee or 
elected official retired at age 55 after 12 
years of service. After 15 years of service, 
it was proposed the township pay 75 
percent. And, after 20 years of service the 
township would pay 100 percent. This 
coverage proposed to also pay for the 
employees' spousal share of health 
insurance costs. 

However, the board had many

questions concerning this plan, 
particularly the cost of such a plan. 

"I'd like to know, before we vote on 
this, what is it going to cost?" asked 
Trustee Claudeue Skvarcc. 

Other issues the board was concerned 
with included an ending age, coordination 
with Medicare, accounting issues, and 
spousal coverage. Osmond promised to 
investigate further and report back to the 
board next month. 

Some alternatives to the plan were 
suggested including allowing retirees to 
stay on the township policy but paying 
100 percent of the costs. A more in-depth 
survey of other township policies will be 
done. Some of the townships which have 
this type of policy include Lake Zurich,

Putting parents on line 



Adopting tough parental 
responsibility laws key to 
combating teen drinking 
and substance abuse. 

Illinois maintains an enviable position 
as a leader in the battle against drunk 
driving. One of the reasons is innovative 
parental responsibility legislation that is 
being adopted by more and more 
municipalities across the state. 

In pushing for greater parental 
involvement, Dir. James E. Long of the 
Dept. of Alcoholism and • Substance 
Abuse, avers that consistent laws and 
meaningful enforcement are key 
components of successful strategies for 
preventing underage drinking and the 
deadly consequences that so often 
accompany teen drinking. 

Typically, ordinances provide that adults 
who allow teens to drink in their homes 
can be fined up to $1,000. There are 
tougher penalties for using fake ID's to 
buy alcohol. Local ordinances endorse the 
basic philosophy driving statewide 



prevention efforts— that is that parents 
influence their children's attitudes toward 
alcohol and that adults set an example for 
younger people. 

Long and other state officials correctly 
maintain that substance abuse prevention 
begins at home. School, the community, 
health care professionals, business, 
religious and civic groups, law 
enforcement and the media all play 
important roles, but none carries the 
weight of parents in combating teen 
drinking and substance abuse. 

Village officials should take stock. If 
they haven't yet adopted parental 
responsibility ordinances, passage would 
make a good New Year's resolution for 
1994. -

Midlane Development's application to fill 
wetlands adjacent'to the Des Plaines River 
Wetlands Demonstration Project, I find it 
very difficult to believe that a permit will 
be issued by the Corps to the County of 
Lake for the extension of Yorkhouse 
Road.

128 are unaware the same school 
board dumped an avoidable $665,000 tax 
bill on them, resulting, from the Leesley 
annexation by the village board. 1 

If that school board action, as the 
deaths of the three homeless Hispanics, 
received the same media coverage as has 
Christensen, it is certain heads would 
have rolled.

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Students determine success at LCAVC

Students at Lake County Area Vocational Center are enjoying more input this 
semester. 
The vocational headquarters for 10 high schools in Lake and McHcnry 
counties has established the Director's Council for Student Success. Some 21 
students arc in the council, representing schools from Richmond to 
Stevenson. 

"It helps us to determine how to reach 
more students. In the past, the way students 
found out about us was through someone else at school or a friend," Linda Hilten, 
the new superintendent, said. 

The 15-ycar old LCAVC, located in Grayslake adjacent to the College of Lake 
County, is undergoing a transition as "Hilton started as director in July. 
Hilten has started a portfolio program for each student. "It will be more than just the 
transcripts. It will include all of their accomplishments," she said. 

The vocational center has some 1 ,000 students with plenty of room for expansion. 
Its largest enrollment was 1,500 students. 

"We are in the process of reintroducing vocational education to the student com- 
munity and parents. There is a significant increase in the number of jobs which will 
require technical training," Hilten said. 

The center's building trades programs house, in the Grayslake subdivision of 



English Meadows, is on schedule. The center won a building fairness grant from the 
State Board of Education. It is 2,600-square feet and more than 200 students have 
worked on the project since September, 1992. 

Hilten comes to LCAVC after spending 15 years as director at Will County's voca- 
tional center. She earned her masters of education at the University of Illinois and is 
working on a doctorate. 

Joining Hilten on the administrative team are Jerry Bishop, administrative assis- 
tant for training and development; Barbara D. Oilschlagcr, assistant director for sys- 
tem services and Nat Greenfield, assistant director for student services. 

Hilten said LCAVC has programs, from agriculture to industrial and health fields. 
State legislation allows high school students to take vocational classes which will 
help satisfy college requirements. 

One of Hilton's top goals is for business and industry to look at the vocational 
center as a partner. 

"The curriculum was developed with the assistance of advisory boards and that 
was the right track. Now we have to refine it," she said. 

Hilten said the faculty is a very dedicated one/many on staff since the vocational 
center opened. 

Hilten is the third director. Merv Pilottc was the first, followed by Dick Glogovsky. 
Glogovsky retired after last school year.

First National will 
offer stock options

, Antioch Bancshares, Inc. (ABI), the 
holding company owning 100 percent of. 
the First National Bank of Antioch, has 
announced two transactions which will 
allow its Employee Stock .Ownership 
Plan (ESOP) to acquire over 50 percent 
control of the bank. 

"Its a win-win situation," explained 
Ted Ax ton, President and Chief Executive 
Officer of both ABI and the bank. "We 
arc really excited about this." 

The ESOP has agreed to purchase 
10,850 shares of ABI common stock from 
its controlling shareholder group and ABI 
will offer to re-purchase up to 14,633 



shares of its remaining common stock. 
Both transactions will be for cash at $300 
a share. 

As a result of the transaction, ABI 
plans to issue approximately $1.5 million 
worth of preferred stock. It is expected to 
be purchased by members of its board of 
directors as well as companies and 
individuals in the community. 

According to Axton, the board of 
directors, employees and customers are 
greeting the news with enthusiasm. 
From the customer's standpoint, the bank 
will remain a full service, stand alone 
community bank. 

From the employees standpoint, they 
will be the de-facto controlling 
stockholders. Employees will see a more 
direct result of efficiency and good 
customer service as the value of their 



stock increases. 

The board of directors hopes to see 
positive results not only for their 
employees, but are pleased to see the 
institution remain a community bank that 
is locally owned. 

"New ground has been turned here," 
said Axton. "As best as we. can 
determine, this will be the first ESOP 
anywhere in the United States to acquire 
over 50 percent control of its own bank." 

So far; the Federal Reserve System 
has been receptive to the idea. The 
transfer must be approved by the Federal 
Reserve System, ABI shareholders, and 
the ESOP participants. 



"We will be submitting the 
application as soon as possible," 
explained Axton. "Not later than 30 days, 
which would be January 8." 

The issue will be going to the 
shareholders for approval in mid-February. 
The transaction must take place before 
June 30 or the agreement will expire. 

The First National Bank of Antioch 
has been serving the area since 1926, 
when it was founded by C.K. Anderson. 
It has total assets of $88 million and total 
deposits of $78 million. The ban.': 
employs over 60 people and has two 
locations in Antioch and Gurnee.

booming this holiday

Lake County merchants have ushered 
in the holiday season to the sweet melody 
of ringing cash registers. 

After several sluggish years in the 
retail industry, stores are starting to see an 
increase in traffic. Many store owners 
credit this to a general upswing in the 
economy, but others say it is the result of 
strategic advertising and promotion 
campaigns. 

Three-year old Gurnee Mills, the 
largest mall in the Chicago area, looked 
like grand central station the day after 
Thanksgiving, typically the busiest day of 
the shopping season. 

Denise Philippi, assistant director of 
marketing for the mall, said store owners 
noticed an increase in traffic around mid- 
October. She expects the crowds to keep 
coming to the mall up until Christmas 
day. 

Gurnee Mills is one mall that has 
employed creative marketing techniques to 
draw customers. The mall last year 
launched an aggressive holiday television 
advertising campaign. And this year the 
mall has been able to attach itself to 
special tour packages going through 
Chicago. Last weekend a bus load of 
tourists from Switzerland jumped on 1-94 
and made their way to the mall.. 

In a county as littered with discount 
malls as Lake County, it is hard for an 



area like Long Grove which features old 
fashioned shops and boutiques to 
compete. 

But Patricia Frontain, president of the 
Long Grove merchants association and the 
owner of Long Grove Carriage, said the 
village appeals to a different audience than 
the larger malls in Lake County or the 
pricey shops of Michigan Avenue. 

"People come here for the shopping 
and the atmosphere," Frontain said. "We 
try to make it look like a little town at 
the turn of the century with carriage rides 
and carolers and cider presses." 

The problem some Long Grove 
merchants face is that while people come 
to browse, they do not always come to 
shop. Frontain said she had heard from 
various Long Grove businesses that sales 
were not as strong this year as in years 
past But she said the relatively mild 
winter weather should improve sales in 
the next few weeks which typically are 
the busiest. The Friday following 
Thanksgiving was particularly icy and 
Long Grove sales may have suffered, 
Frontain said. 

Long Grove has also used the tour bus 
ideas to attract groups from around the 
midwest.

Median home prices in Lake County 
recorded a healthy 9.9 percent rise com- 
pared to sales a year ago. 

According to the third quarter price 
survey of existing single family detached 
homes compiled by the Illinois Associa- 
tion of Realtors, statewide prices rose 
from a median of $98,500 to $103,700. 

Lake County's increase translated to a 
median price of $133,500, with the vil- 
lage of Barrington posting a 9.4 percent 
rise at $229,300. Home prices in 
McHenry County rose 7.9 percent to a 



median of $130,400. 

The highest increase for the state was 
in Lamoine Valley, where homes rose 
29.4 percent to S44.500. 

The Lake County figure for the third 
quarter of 1992 was S121,500, and 
$119,400 in 1991. 

The median figure is not an average, 
but computed from an equal number of 
houses selling at above and below that 
price. 

Realtors report that buyers are more 
selective and shopping around more before 
making a decision.

Board turns back attempt to stop study

An effort to put to a bait a 
study on the extension of 
Yorkhouse Road to Route 
41 was stymied by the 
majority of Lake County 
Board members. 

The board told an 
audience of concerned 
citizens from two groups 
that the extension was not a 
"done deal" and that 
further votes would need to 
betaken. 

"That is something that is 
not wanted by the public. 
We should put it on the 
agenda right now, and that 
we also extend our motion < 
to say abandon the project 
immediately," board 
member Suzi Schmidt said. 
"These people deserve a 
vote from this board." 

Schmidt later requested 
die three-quarter of a mile 
extension be placed on the 
January agenda. 

"We voted to study the 
possibility to see if it is 
possible to put Yorkhouse 
through and make it 
environmentally re- 
sponsible," board member 
James LaBelle said. "We 
were not approving any 
construction." 

Representatives of two 
groups were allowed to 
present their views to the 
board. 

The board majority did 
not act on Schmidt's 
motion. 

Nick Linsalata, 

representing Citizens for a 
Better County, pointed out 
Wadsworth and Newport 
Township oppose the road. 
Some 400 people have 
signed petitions opposing 
the road extension near 
wetland areas. 

"During the last few 
months, we've been 
gathering information to try 
and understand why this 
road should be built. At the 



same time, we keep asking 
our county board and 
transporation officials why 
they need to build it? 
We've gotten a lot of an- 
swers, but not one has been 
good, let alone convincing. 
This leads us to conclude 
that there is no good reason 
to continue with this 
project," Linsalata said. 

He told the board traffic 
on Wadsworth Road is at 
65 percent capacity, which 
is the opposite of the 
county's statement of a 
congested road. Documents 
show the plan to extend 
Yorkhouse Road was 
deleted at McCarthy Road 
at 1-94 in Jan., 1990. 

The group is not 
convinced the road is 
needed due to any 
evacuation plans for the 
Zion nuclear plant 

"We are not convinced 
that this project won't barm 
the wetland demonstration 
project. Don Hey, director 
of the project, has said the 
road would have significant 
historical and 

environmental impact, and 
be prone to flooding. While 
it has been said the road 
will be built on former farm 
land, in actuality, it would 
slice through four zoned 
wetlands, two of which 
meet the criteria of quality 
wetlands," Linsalata said. 

The group is opposed to 
cars idling in "scenic 
turnouts spewing carbon 
monoxide, gasoline, o/l and 
other pollutants," he said. 

"The voters of Lake 
County are angry about this 
proposed expenditure of 
their money. Having a road 
shoved down our throat 
that we don't want or need, 
amounts to taxation without 
representation, and we want 
our board members to 
know we expect better 
accountability from our 
county government," 



Linsalata said. 

"What arc the real costs 
of this road. Can you put a 
price on clean air and clean . 
water? Is it OK to disrupt 
an internationally 

acclaimed environmental 
project which provides 
flood relief and a habitat 
for flora and fauna? Is it 
worth sacrificing the trust 
'and confidence of your 
constituents by voting for 
something they don't 
want?," Candye Nannini of 
Citizens Association for a 
Rural Environment said.

For most of us the cost 
of building a new house 
will be our largest financial 
transaction. Even 
constructing an addition or 
an extensive remodeling 
project can end up as a 
significant investment 

A basic understanding 
. of construction financing 
and the cash flow process, 
therefore, Is a must for the 
educated consumer. 

Although there arc 
many ways of accom- 
plishing project financing, 
the most common method 
involves two loans. A 
construction loan, a short- 
term loan usually tied to 
the prime Interest rate, is 
required to fund the actual 
construction. 

A permanent loan or 
mortgage, also known as 
an end-loan or take-out 



loan, comes into effect 
after completion of 
construction to pay-off the 
construction loan. 

In today*s ever 
expanding mortgage 
market, there arc 
alternative avenues for 
securing the financing you 
need. A conventional bank 
will give you the short term 
construction loan, but may 
not be interested in the 
permanent mortgage 
financing. Certain lenders, 
on the other hand, will only 
be interested in the long- 
term permanent mortgage. 
You may be required to 
find two different financial 
sources. 

To secure a 
construction loan, the 
lender evaluates specifics 
common to all loans; your 
ability to pay the monthly 
charges, and the value of 



you collateral, namely 
your new project 

Arriving at a value for a 
new home requires an 
appraisal conducted by 
the lender. An appraiser, 
hired by the lender, who is 
familiar with real estate 
values in your area will 
need at least a preliminary 
set of architectural plans 
to assess the size and 
quality of the new 
construction on the 
proposed site. 

This appraisal value 
and your credit 
worthiness will determine 
how much the lender will 
finance. Often the lender 
will also require a written 
proposal for construction 
from a contractor to 
evaluate along with the 
appraisal. 

Typically, construction 
loans.will be given '

between 70 percent to 80 
percent of the appraisal 
value. This means that 
you arc responsible for 
providing the remainder 
of the balance. 
Traditionally, you are 
required to put in your 
portion first before the 
lender will begin their 
loan funding. 

Many new home 
owners-to-be have their 
funds ticd-up in the 
equity of their present 
home, which is not 
available until that 
property Is sold. Since 
they do not wish to sell 
and close on their present 
home until the new 
project is complete, 
another loan, known as a 
bridge loan, can solve this 
problem. 

This bridge loan is lent ' 
using the equity in your 



present home a collateral. 
It is another short-term 
loan' usually made by a 
conventional bank to 
make funds available for 
the first 20 percent to 30 
percent the home owner 
requires as discussed 
above. A home equity loan 
could also accomplish the 
same requirement 

Once the construction 
has finished and the 
project is fully occupied, 
the permanent end 
mortgage will pay off all 
the short-term loans you 
have arranged for 
construction. 

Now that we have 
discussed where the 
money comes from, our 
next article will describe 
the proper procedures for 
dispersing the 
construction loan funds.

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Christmas tree traditions and folklore 



A multicultural tradition 

This year over 36 mil- 
lion American families ■ 
will celebrate the holidays 
with the fragrance and 
beauty of a real Christmas 
tree. 

The tree, used as a 
symbol of life, is a tradi- 
tion older than Christian- 
ity and not exclusive to 
any one religion, It's a part 
of our holiday customs 
that engages not only our 
senses of sight, touch and 
smell, but also our sense 
of tradition, hope and 
good will. 

Long before there was 
a Christmas, Egyptians 
brought green palm 
branches into their homes 
on the shortest day of the 
year in December as a 
symbol of life's triumph 
over death. 

Romans adorned their 
homes with evergreens 
during Saturnalia, a winter 
festival in honor of 
Satumus, their god of 
agriculture. Druid priests 
decorated oak trees with 
golden apples for their 
winter solstice festivities. 

In the middle ages, the 
Paradise tree, an ever- 
green hung with red ap- 
ples, was the symbol of 
the feast of Adam and Eve 
held on Dec. 24. 

The Christmas tree in 
Germany, Europe and the 
United States 

The first recorded ref- 



erence to the Christmas 
tree dates back to the 16th 
century. In Strasbourg, 
Germany, families both 
rich and poor decorated 
fir trees with colored pa- 
per, fruits and- sweets. The 
retail Christmas tree lot 
also dates back that far— 
in those times/older 
women would sell trees 
harvested from nearby 
forests in the marketplace. 

The tradition spread 
through Europe and was 
brought to the United 
States by German settlers 
and by Hessian mercenar- 
ies paid to fight in the 
Revolutionary War. In 
804 U.S. soldiers sta- 
ioned at Fort Dearborn 



(now Chicago) hauled 
trees from surrounding 
woods to their barracks at 
Christmas: 

The popularity of the 
Christmas tree then pro- 
liferated. Charles Min- 
negrode introduced the 
custom of decorating trees 
in Williamsburg, Va. in 
1842. In 1851, Mark Can- 
hauled two ox sleds 
loaded with trees from the 
Catckills to the streets of 
New York and opened the 
first retail lot in the United 
States. 

. The White House 
Christmas tree 

Franklin Pierce, our 
14th President, brought 
the Christmas tree tradi- 



tion to the White House. 
In 1923, President Calvin 
Coolidge started the Na- 
tional Christmas Tree 
Lighting Ceremony now 
held every year on the 
White House lawn. 

Since 1966, members 
of the National Christmas 
Tree Assn. have presented 
a beautiful, fresh Christ- 
mas tree to the President 
and First Family. This tree 
is displayed each year in 
the Blue Room of the 
White House.

What started as a fun idea in 1964 has 
evolved into a well-defined role for Jim 
Ackiey of Mundelein. 

"I started scoring basketball games at the 
Christmas tournament and helping John 
Kazariam out/* Acklcy recalled. 

That was in 1964 and now, almost 30 
years later, one can still sec Jim Ackiey 
donned in his refcrcc-Iike shirt, bis pens

Ackiey figures he must have witnessed 
in the neighborhood of 900 games. 

The first MHS basketball player of note 
was guard Gregg Boyle, Boyle played in 
the late 1970s and his records have just 
been erased by Kyle Kessel. An injury 
forced Boyle to end his college career 
early at Iowa. 

The next great player was Scan Harlan, 
now at University of Illinois-Chicago. 

Ackiey' s contributions are recognized by 
head coach Dennis Kessel. 



"He is a great fan and understands bas- 
ketball. He has saved me from a few tech- 
nical fouls when I transposed some 
names," Coach Kessel said. 

Ackiey appreciates the talents of this 
year's squad. 

This is a fun team to watch. It takes a- 
little bit of luck but this team could go 
downstate. But we have a lough regional 
and sectional," Acklcy said. 

Ackiey was named to the state's hall-of- 
famc in 1991. His daughters were former 
MHS cheerleaders and his son, Scott, was 
a football and basketball manager. 

Acklcy said he enjoyed working with all 
three MHS coaches: Rich Slarkcy, who 
won more than 200 games, George Evans, 
and now Kessel. 

Acklcy is a former junior high coach 
who teaches at Mt. Prospect.

statistics, a person could conclude that 
Antioch is a dangerous place to live.

An incorrect reading of the statistics 
does cause concern for area business 
people, especially Realtors. Entrepreneurs 



may be reluctant to open. up business here 
and prospective home buyers may be 
afraid to purchase a home. 

One solution is to establish a standard 
for reporting. It would seem logical that 
all police departments should report all the 
crimes that occur in an area. 

"Antioch is really a nice town," said 
Miller, "We devote our time to all crimes, 
not just die major ones."

Christmas trees 

Fire resistant artificial 
trees offer the greatest 
safety.

in your home.- If you prefer 
a live tree, make sure If s 
fresh. Check For 

•Colon A fresh tree is 
bright green. 

•Needles: Fresh needles 
are hard to pull frorfi 
branches, and when bent, 
do not break. 

•Trunk: The trunk 
should be sticky with resin. 

Resist the urge to put 
your Christmas tree next to 
the fireplace, or any other 
source of heat In preparing 
your tree, cut off a couple of 
inches of trunk to expose 
fresh wood for better water 
absorption. Trim away 
bottom branches so you 
can set the tree trunk deep 
in the base of a sturdy tree 



stand. Don't forget to keep 
the stand filled with water 
while the tree is indoors. A 
dry Christmas tree is like a 
ticking fircbgrnb, In 
seconds, it can go up in 
flames. When the tree's 
needles begin falling off, 
get rid of it by disposing it 
with the rest of your 
garbage. Burning your tree 
is illegal in most counties 
as well as being unsafe. 
Holiday Lights 

When using outdoor or 
Indoor lights, first check to 
make sure they have been 
tested for safety and bear 
the "UL" (Underwriters' 
Laboratories) label. Before 
trimming the tree or house, 
check for. damage such as 
exposed wires, loose 
prongs, and cracked or 



broken sockets. It's always 
a good idea to lay out the 
lights on a table, plug them 
in and let them bum for 
10-15 minutes to check for 
smoking or melting. Avoid 
overloading extension 
cords or light strings-there 
should be no more than 
three sets of lights on an 
extension cord. When the 
holidays are over, carefully 
pack the lights away to 
prevent damage. 
Candles 

Absolutely never use 
candles as decorations on a 
Christmas tree. If you are 
going to use candles in 
your holiday detailing, do it 
the safe way. Keep them in 
. nonflammable holders, 
placed where they cannot 
be knocked down or blown

Victim recants her 
rape claim to police

A woman who claimed she was ab- 
ducted, raped and run over by her attacker 
has since recanted her story. 

Lake County Sheriffs Department has 
concluded its phase of the investigation of 
the incident and doesn't believe the 
woman was raped. The alleged incident, 
according to the woman, occurred at The 
Deep End Tavern on Fifth Avenue 
between Lake Villa and Lindenhurst. 

"The claim that the woman was ab- 
ducted and raped is unfounded," said 
Detective Bob Maze of the Lake County 
Sheriffs department. "In a. follow up in- 
terview the witness recanted her story," 
Maze said. 

Maze said the information from wit- 
nesses didn't square with what witnesses 
at the tavern said. The scene of the 
incident and the time sequences were in- 
vestigated and the witness' story didn't 
add up. 



"When we reconstructed the crime 
scene and statements from witnesses and 
the time frames, it couldn't happen the 
way she was telling us," Maze said. "She 
told us she made up the entire story." 

The department believes she had con- 
sensual sex. The woman was struck by a 
car, but the investigators theorize she was 
intoxicated and walking on the west side 
on the eastbound lane on Grand Avenue 
and was struck in the leg by a passing 
motorist and found at 2:16 a.m. by Lake 
Villa Police. 

The witness had claimed she was kid- 
napped from the bar, driven out to the 
Long Lake area and raped; She said after 
the rape, she was dropped out of the car 
and run over. 

The investigation will be turned over to 
Lake Villa Police as a pedestrian hit-and- 
run. Lake Villa police had started the 
investigation originally and turned (he case 
over to county police.
